3* In viev of the fact that subject has most recently been 
involved in a very sensitive operation, he aist be r^oved from 
l^rope and brought to the United States as rapidly as posalble* 

It is preferred that this be accoiaplished by an HBELECTOR flight 
so that zu> movement ti'aces can be uncovered. The agent win 
undergo ejctensi're debriefing in the United States by qualified 
Headquarters porsonnel. It is expected that this debriefing Hill 
last approxiteately eight ueeks* 

Subsequent to the agent's arrival in this country, his 
Hiahes regardiag resettle m e n t here or elsOHhere vill be obtained 
and action initiated accordingly. Should it develop that re«> 
settlsBiMit in the United States or else^diere becomes too involved 
and too tins consuming, the ageat~-«ibsequest to the cqaqjletlcn 
of his debriefing — vill be removed from the United States "black" 
by on HBELECTOR flight and held in Genaany until such time as his 
resettlament is resolved*
